An announcement is made by 
the Santa Fe railway that the In­

travel is composed of settlers.

It is pointed out that the April 
travel is, as a rule, comparatively 
light, as It Immediately precedes 
the opening sale of summer excur­ 
sion tickets.

New Record By
Motor Thieves____ j

Auto thieves are hanging up a 
record for car thefts, having taken 
nearly $1,000,000 worth of motor 1 
cars from Southern California mo­ 
torists this year, according to a re­ 
port issued by the theft bureau of 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California.

Acocrdlng to records on file, 
there were 956 automobiles taken 
during January, February and 
March, while for the same period 
last year the thieves got away 
with only 635. An approximate 
valuation of $970,000 is placed on 
the machines stolen, say auto club 
detectives.

Of the cars taken by the thieves, 
641 have been recovered, while 315 
are listed as "lost" at the present 
time, representing a.loss to motor­ 
ists of approximately $350,000 in 
three months. Last year at this 
time, despite the smaller number 
of cars stolen, there were fewer 
recoveries, indicating that the au­ 
thorities battling the auto thieves 
are mastering to a great extent, 
the canny efforts of the theft 
gangs.

DOPE ON 
THE MALIBU

Definite information for the 
thousands of* motorists who an­ 
nually spend their Saturdays and 
Sundays on the beach known as 
"the Malibu," lying between Santa 
Monica Canyon and Topango Can­ 
yon, has just been issued by the 
state highway office through the 
touring bureau of the Auto Club 
of Southern California.

From this time on the Malibu 
Drive will be open to motorists 
from Santa Monica Canyon to what 
is known as Seaside Camp, a dis­ 
tance of a mile and a half frcuu 
the canyon. From this point to the 
old Inceville, the motion-picture 
village located on the coast, the 
road will be positively closed at 
once. From Inceville to Topango 
Canyon, the coast road will be 
closed to motorists on Saturdays 
and Sundays unless the motorists 
are equipped with a pass issued 
by the State Highway Commission 
or the contractor on the work.

It is is expected that by Sun­ 
day, May 6, the Malibu Road from 
Inceville to Topango and thence 
to Los Flores Canyon will be com­ 
pletely paved and open to the 
beach-campers. At that time the 
Santa Monica-Seaside Camp section 
of the road will be closed and it 
will probably be six or eight 
weeks before autos can operate on 
that section.
